To the Eulior of tho GAZitnE. 


In further discussion of the liquor Issue, to 


come, before tho people, It scorns to.we that, 
to call things by their right oaoies, the prop- 
osition is not to adopt a new form oE prohi- 
bition but hi abandon prgMMUOn. altogether 
and adouc In its place a, restrictive or regu- 
lated license, without- charging a license fee: 
The true idn% of prohibition is that all use ot 
tcants as a beverage is an. abuse, an uu- 
gatfd evll^ and a great danger. And tlio 


object of prohibition is not ouly to prevent 
the drunk»rd from gettiug drunk, if poastblo, 
by prohibiting solos of liquor for use as a 
beverage, but to prevent t lie making of 
drunkards; in short to cut off. intemperance 
by the roots, and save society from Us dread- 
ful effects. Now let us see what is proposed 
to be doua by tbe modilication which43 sought 
for. 'It Would permit the sale of liquors lu 
packages to any person, and for all purposes, 
except: That tbe dealer is not to stll to any.

By .constant violation of law, 
they are practically nquor dealers. By the 
change sought to be made In the law they 
would be legally so. The. fact is, wehavo 
twice as many drug stores aa the needs ot the 
city require, and they are here "because, In the 
absence ot saloons, they can make money as 
liquor dealers. Now the quesilon Is.'shaii we 
change the law, so that they can do what they 
are now doing more openly -and safely, and 
so make their buslne-is more profitable',' or 
shall we, for Jhe good name of our cltyvand 
In the Interest of good order and .good morals 
and sobriety and a nobler inanhboa*, retain the 
law as it is arid enforce it as we should? .
